REMARKS 



RESTRICTION - 35 U.S.C. S 121 



The Examiner has required a restriction under 35 U.S.C. § 121 into distinct 
or independent inventions for examination purposes. In the opinion of the 
Examiner, restriction for examination purposes, as indicated, is proper whenever 
inventions have acquired a separate status in the art, in view of their different 
classification, and require a different field of search (see MPEP § 808.02). Thus, 
examination would become a serious burden on the Examiner if restriction is not 
required when inventions can be shown to be patentably distinct or independent, 
each from the other. 

Applicants hereby traverse the restriction requirement under 37 C.F.R. § 
1.143 and elect a Group I invention, drawn to a method, classified in class 430, 
subclass 312, to be examined. The Group I invention encompasses claims 11-18 and 
37. 

Applicants hereby further withdraw, without prejudice, as being drawn to a 
non-elected invention, a Group II invention, drawn to a method of forming a 
semiconductor device, classified in class 118, subclass 697. The Group II invention 
encompasses claims 30-36. 

Claims 1-10 and 19-29 have previously been cancelled without prejudice as 
being directed towards a non-elected invention. 

No change in inventorship is required as a result of the election.

Applicant believes that all claims pending, including claims 11-18 and 37, 
are now in condition for allowance so such action is earnestly solicited at the 
earliest possible date.
